The scrawled names and slogans were 
seen as unsightly and aggressive, the work of vandals seeking to 
express their identities or even make a political point Up to the 
1970s, most New Yorkers hated graffiti, considering it as an io 

eyesore that was illegal and punishable by fines. 

0 Since those days, graffiti has changed a lot and it is no longer found only in 
the subway and the poor ghetto areas of the city. Nowadays, it has the status of 
'street art* and you get graffiti in places where you wouldn't expect to - in 
advertisements, on clothes, on toys, and even on the Wall Street Journal’s official 15 
website! In the early 1980s, there was a real craze for graffiti art and the 
sophisticated Manhattan art world had displays of street art in its gallenes. The 
trend was short-lived - until the arrival of hip-hop music in the late 80s. 
o In her book, Subway Art, Martha Cooper says “Graffiti came back with hip- 
hop music and people are now appreciating it for its style, which they couldn’t 20 
back then, because they couldn't get beyond the vandalism thing.” Hip-hop was 
originally black ghetto music, sung by young African Americans from the poor, 
run-down districts of American cities. When it suddenly got to the top of the 
American music charts, hip-hop culture was spread, bringing graffiti with it. 

Q Today companies are starting to realise the appeal of graffiti in advertising. 25 
Kel Rodriguez, who used to spray New York subway trains, was the artist chosen 
to design the Wall Street Journal’s website and it is obviously done in graffiti- 
style. "Some of that graffiti feeling, that energy, sort of got in there,” Rodriguez 
explained.

Landmarks of Science 






In the summer of 1905, a young man was sitting at home after a 
day's work. While rocking his one-year-old baby, he thought 
something over Suddenly, it came to him! The equation 
'e - md f was bom, an equation which would change our 
understanding of the universe but would help to create the 
nuclear bomb. Albert Einstein was aware of recent developments, 
such as Marie Curie's research into radioactivity, but he had been 
working on his own. His mould-breaking equation showed how a 
small piece of mass could produce an unbelievable amount of 
energy. Einstein then demonstrated in his 'theory of relativity' that not even time, mass 
or length are constant - they vary according to our perspective of them. For example, 
if we could see people moving at the speed of light, they would appear much heavier 
and larger and would seem to move in sfow motion. 

By the time Einstein had become world-famous, a young ex¬ 
lawyer returning from the First World War started work at the 15 
Mount Wilson Observatory in California, Using the most high- 
powered telescope of its time, he began a painstakingly slow 
observation of nebulae, small patches of light that appeared 
outside our galaxy. Edwin Hubble was on the brink of making 
the greatest astronomical breakthrough of the century He 20 
discovered that these nebulae were in fact galaxies like our 
own, millions of light years away from us, which proved that the universe was vastly 
larger than had previously been thought Then. Hubble proved that the universe is 
actually expanding and that the further away galaxies are the faster they move- 



10 


Just before Hubble's Law was published in 1929, another 25 
far-reaching finding was made by the son of a Scottish 
shepherd. Before going on holiday, he left a dish with 
bacteria near the window of his laboratory. When he came 
back, he was just about to throw the dish away when he 
noticed something out of the ordinary. He double-checked 30 
and saw a blue mould in the dish around which the bacteria 
had been destroyed. This blue mould was in fact the natural 
form of penicillin which Fleming realised was an effective 
way of killing bacteria. A few years later, penicillin was being 
mass-produced and helping to save the lives of millions. Despite the outcome of his 35 
discovery, Fleming remained modest and unassuming. "Nature makes penicillin/ he 
said, 'I just found it/ 

During the Second World War when penicillin was first 
being used, the US Navy were looking for ways of 
improving the accuracy of their artillery shells, but this 40 
involved incredibly complex calculations. The navy 
turned to Eckert, an engineer and Mauchly, a physicist 
to produce a machine to do the job. Although they 
and their team did not finish the machine until after _ 
the war, in February 1946, it did not matter. They had produced the world s first 45 
computer. Emac (Electronic Numerical Integrator and Computer) was huge, 
measuring 100 feet long by over 10 feet high and weighing over 30 tons. It 
contained 18,000 tubes and had more than 6,000 switches. 



























it consumed so much energy that when it was turned on, the 
lights in the local town went dim. However, it worked and it 50 
was the first programmable computer. 


The computer arrived too late to help in the next ground* 
breaking find. From the mid 1940s, biologists knew about a 

molecule that had an important 
ro/e in passing on genetic 55 
information for all living things. 
However, they did not know how 
it worked and the race to find this 
out had begun. Then, two young 
scientists at Cambridge University ^ 
saw the results of some studies by 
Rosalind Franklin. The last piece of 
the jigsaw puzzle had fallen into place, in 1953, Watson and 
Crick published their model of the DNA molecule. As a result, 
in 2000, after years of time-consuming and expensive 65 
research using computerised data processing and despite 
many setbacks, the so-called 'genome' for human beings 
was discovered. The four chemicals in our DNA combine to 
produce a code that would fill over 500,000 pages of a 
telephone directory and that contains information about our 70 
100,000 genes. Already, this has helped doctors to cure 
some hereditary illnesses and the outlook for the future 
seems promising.

'What's beyond that hill?' 'What's on the other side of that river?' Curiosity and the 
desire to explore have been with us since our ancestors left Africa (I) to spread out 
over the world. By the beginning of the 21st century, virtually all of Planet Earth has 
been visited, photoed, described, mapped. We have left our mark (and our rubbish) 
in the four comers of the globe. Now only one frontier remains to explore - space. 


The age of space exploration began in 1957, when Sputnik 1 was launched by the 
Soviet Union. The first successful manned flight took place in 1961, when Yuri 
Gagarin was shot into space.

The X-factor 


Gene therapy has been used successfully for the 
first time. James Meek looks at how this was 
achieved. 

Last February, there was an air of euphoria in the 
corridors of ihe Necker Hospital for Sick Children in 
Pahs, An incredible transformation was happening 
to an 11 -month-old baby boy in an airtight bubble. 
In fact, history was being made there. 

When the little boy was admitted to hospital, he was 
facing death from a rare inherited disorder called X- 
linked SCIDL a disease that causes children to be 
bom without a working immune system. The 
slightest infection can be deadly. For several days, 
the boy lay in his bubble and his only direct contact 
with his mother, father and nurse was through 
plastic gloves.

Within 15 days, doctors knew from tests that the 
new gene was working. But the marv el for the 
parents was watching the change in their sickly, 
underweight boy. Before their eyes, he began to get 
better. The ugly red blotches on his skin faded away, 
his diarrhoea disappeared, he put on weight and his 
breathing became easier. 

"Afterwards, we lived through three months of 
euphoria," said Cavazzana-Cairo. "Everyone w as so 
happy then.” Since then, treatment of three other 
children in the Necker Hospital has also turned out 
well. A fifth boy has done less well, because the 
disease had already caused serious complications, 
but the Necker is pressing ahead with further trials 
later this year, and similar gene therapy is to be 
carried out in London,

THE COURAGE OF A WINNER 

Many people will know about Lance Armstrong's three wins in the Tour de France, 
but fewer people will have heard of his battle with cancer. 

In the summer of 1996, everything must have been going perfectly for the 
twentyTive-year-old Texan cyclist. He h£d just won a major race and was ranked 7 1h 
in the world. He had been offered contracts by big sporting companies, such as 
Nike, and did not need to worry about money. His future looked bright. 

Then, in September 1996, Armstrong went to the doctor with a pain. He should 
have gone earlier, but he had ignored the pain so that he could continue racing. 
When he went to the doctor that day, he could not have known what was about to 
happen to him. Within two hours, he had been diagnosed as having cancer which 
had spread to his lungs. There was a 60% chance he would survive and a 40% 

[ chance he might die. 

Lance put his head on the doctor's desk in despair. However, when he looked up 
he said with determination: 'Let's get started. Let's kill this stuff,’ In the next few 
months, he had to have two operations and to undergo chemotherapy treatment, is 
He lost weight and felt so tired that he had to sleep twelve hours a day Rut 
throughout his battle with cancer, Armstrong was determined not to let it beat 
him. 

After months of suffering, Armstrong recovered enough to start his next battle: 
to win the Tour de France, During periods when he did not have to have 20 

chemotherapy, he rode his bike 30 to 50 miles a day. By the summer of 1999, he did 
not need to take any more medication and, according to his doctors, was 98% 

’home' in his battle against cancer. 

Many people doubted Armstrong s ability to become a top cyclist again but they 
need not have worried. In 1999 and 2000, he won the Tour de France, and then in 25 
2001, he rode triumphantly up the Champs Elysees a third time! 

Lance Armstrong is now a sporting superstar. He does not have to worry about 
proving himself any more. However, we must not forget that he is different from 
other stars. Money and success do not seem to interest him and he must have a 
different kind of motivation: 'Every year I come back and try to win the Tour is 30 
another year without illness." 

In his autobiography Armstrong gives advice to young men between the ages of 
20-34 who should be aware of the disease he suffered. 'I never thought I'd get 
cancer, 1 he says.

Climate conference collapses 

By Bob Roberts 

Ministers at the conference in The Hague today told the 
world's press that they had failed to reach an agreement 
on "greenhouse gas* emissions, which raise the Earth's 
temperature. Scientists warned that this would mean more 
pollution and a greater risk of disasters across the globe. 5 
A United Nations representative said the conference had 
been organised to reach agreements on reducing 
emissions. It was a follow-up to the 1997 conference in 
Kyoto, Japan, when governments promised they would 
reduce emissions of carbon-based gases below 1990 levels 10 
by 2012. In Kyoto, the European Union agreed to cut 
emissions by 8%, Japan 6%, and the USA 7%. At the 
conference in The Hague, Britain declared that it was one 
of the few countries to have reduced its emissions, but 
critics asked if this was due to government policy or the 15 
decline in the coal industry'. The EU reminded the USA 
(the world's biggest polluter producing 24% of the world's 
emissions) that it had not met its targets. The USA firmly 
denied it was making excuses and asked why the targets 
were so unrealistic. 20 

Some environmentalists at the conference claimed that the 
world is warming faster than at any time in the last 
10.000 years. However, other experts suggested that it is 
part of natural weather cycles. In 1995 the 

Intergovernmental Panel on Climate Change UPCC) 25 

announced that there was a definite human influence on 
climate change. Some government ministers reluctantly 
admitted that they may need to cm global emissions by up 
to 60% in the long-term. However, many developing 
countries have refused to sign any pollution agreements; 30 
they say it would harm their economic growth and insist 
that the developed countries lead the way and show it is 
possible to break the link between economic growth and 
rising emissions.

1 Fifth century BC Athens was one of the first societies to have a golden age. Philosophy, 

or literally the ‘search for truth', was born with philosophers like Protagoras. Socrates and 
Plato. Hippocrates, 'the father of medicine’, the historian Herodotus and others began the 
systematic study of the world. With the playwrights Sophocles, Aeschylus and Euripides 
came the birth of serious drama in western culture, attracting thousands to see their 
masterful tragedies and comedies. Sculpture and painting both flourished and a great 
programme of public building was undertaken, culminating in the magnificent temple of 

the Parthenon. 

Why did this all happen in Athens and not somewhere else? To start with, 
Athens could afford it. The city state of Athens was the greatest trading centre 
in the Mediterranean with an empire which provided plentiful food and other 
goods. Rich Athenian citizens had plenty of time for leisure and culture as 
most of the work in the city was done by slaves and much of the business and 
trade conducted by metics 1 or foreigners. Many of these foreigners, such as 
Herodotus, were drawn to the cultural magnet of Athens and piayed a 
vital role in the cultural life of the citv. 

IT 

Socially, Athens was in a period of transition between a conservative, 
aristocratic society and an urban, commercial society in which citizens 
were equal by law. Athens became the first direct democracy in history 
where major political decisions were taken by large numbers of citizens 
At the same time, Athenian society was moving away from the old beliefs 
in the gods and ancient myths towards values based on rationality and 
a belief in human nature.

Robert Louis Stevenson was born in 
Edinburgh, Scotland, in 1850. After 
studying law at university, he decided 
he wanted to be a writer. He travelled 
around France and Belgium and then 
went to California where he had many 
adventures, at one point coming close 
to death. He met and married his wife 
there. Over the next few years they 
moved between France, Scotland and 
England. Stevenson had health 
problems and in 1888 he and his wife 
sailed to the Pacific Islands. Stevenson 
never returned to Europe, but bought 
a house in Samoa where the weather 
was good for his health. He died 
suddenly in 1894 and was buried on 
the island, where he had been known 
as ‘Tusitala’ or ‘The Storyteller’. His 
most famous works are Treasure 
Island, The Strange Case of Dr Jekyll 
and Mr Hyde, Kidnapped, Catriona and 
The Master of Ballantrae. 

The personal struggle between good 
and evil is a theme that Stevenson 
returns to again and again in his 
writing, most famously in the story of 
Dr Jekyll and Mr Hyde, who each try 
to defeat the other’s values. The other 
main theme of the book is that 
scientific experimentation can achieve 
almost anything, but needs to be done 
with great care since it can be used for 
evil purposes as well as good.

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Science fiction is a genre in which 
scientific knowledge is used as a basis 
for imaginative fiction. The 19th century 
French writer, Jules Verne* is often seen 
as the father of science fiction. He used 
his knowledge of engineering to write 
stories about trips to the moon or under 
the sea (Journey to the Centre of the 
Earth 1864), Later in the century* 
H.G*Wells explored the themes of time 
travel as well as space travel and wrote 
about an invasion from Mars (The War 
of the Worlds 1898), From the beginning 
of the 20th century, science fiction 
started to become popular and 'pulp' 
science fiction magazines sold widely* 
Serious authors also began to be 
interested in the genre, such as Aldous 
Huxley with his perceptive account of 
life in the future (Brave New World 
1932), in the middle of the century a 
golden age for sci-fi began with 
outstanding writers such as the scientist 
Isaac Asimov* Arthur C. Clarke and Ray 
Bradbury. Their stories not only looked 
at life in the future but examined the 
possible destiny of the human race. 


Ray Bradbury was born in Illinois in 
1920. He began his career writing stories 
for sci-fi magazines in the 1940s, His 
most famous novels are The Martian 
Chronicles . which describes the 
colonisation of Mars by the Earth 
people* and Fahrenheit 451 set in a 
future where the written word is 



forbidden.

There is a long tradition of travel writing 
in English, which dates back to the 14th 
century with Sir John Mandevtile's 
Thtvefs, an extraordinary' mixture of fact 
and fantastic information about monsters 
and two-headed men. More serious was 
the collection by Richard Hakluyt of 
descriptions of the voyages made by 
English merchants and explorers in the 
16th and early I7th century. In the 18th 
century, travel literature started to 
become a popular genre as great novelists 
like Henry Fielding and Laurence Sterne 
described their trips around Europe. 

In the following century, classic travel 
literature includes: the writings of the 
intrepid explorer Mary Kingsley 
describing her travels in West Africa; 
Charles Darwin's account of his trip 
around South America; the naturalist 
Henry Bales' description of his research 
in the Amazon* Among great travel 
writers of the 20th century were: Robert 
Byron who journeyed across Central 
Asia; Frey a Stark who travelled widely 
in Arab countries; Bruce Chatwin whose 
travel books such as In Patagonia are a 
mixture of anthropology, philosophy and 
fiction. Famous contemporary travel 
writers include the Trinidadian novelist, 
V.S, Naipaul and the Americans, Paul 
Theroux and BUI Bryson whose books 
are major best-sellers.

Raymond Chandler (1888-1959) 
was born in California and 
educated in England. After 
returning to the USA he went into 
business. Chandler only started 
writing detective novels in the 
1930s when he was in Ms forties. 
His most famous novels are The 
Big Sleep (1939), Farewell My 
Lovely (1940) and The Long 
Goodbye (1954) but he also wrote 
other novels and short stories 
including No Crime in the 
Mountains , The work of Chandler 
and that of Dashiel Hammet 
helped to give crime fiction the 
status of 'serious' literature for the 
first time. Above an, Chandler had 
great powers of observation and 
he knew Ms subject well, the 
society of Southern California 
from the 1930s to the 1950s, 
Chandler's work also shows a total 
mastery of plot and Ms style is 
MgMy distinctive, full of humour 
and irony.

Anne Frank (1929-1945) Anne's Jewish family moved from 
Germany to Holland when Hitler came to power. Then in 1942 
the Germans began interning Jews and the Franks went into 
hiding at the top of the house where Mr Frank had his office. 
They were helped by some Dutch friends and employees of 
Mr Frank. The entrance to their 'Secret Annexe' was hidden by 
a moving bookshelf. They were joined by another family with 
their son Peter. Anne was thirteen at the time and stayed there 
for over two years where she wrote her diary. In August 1944, 
they were found by the Germans. Anne and her family were 
deported to Auschwitz and then to Bergen-Belsen, where she 
died shortly before her 16th birthday. 

Helen Keller (1880-1967) was deaf, blind and severely speech- 
impaired when she met her teacher Anne Sullivan. Sullivan 
taught her to communicate by finger-spelling words. Helen 
Keller learnt French, German and Latin and graduated from 
Radcliffe College in the USA. As an adult, Helen Keller wrote and 
lectured for the deaf and blind. Her autobiography The Story of 
My Life was published while she was at university.

Relative clauses 

There are two types of relative clauses: defining and 
non-defining.

I only pierce young people who come with their parents. 
(Note that we do not put a comma before the defining 
relative danse.) 

* non-defining relative clauses to give extra information 
about the person or thing, which is not necessary to identify 
this person or thing and can be left out:

(Note that we always put a comma before a non-defining 
relative clause.)

You can see many people wearing rings everywhere. 

* a past participle to say what is/was done to the 
person/thing mentioned: 

I wos looking ot the wails, covered with photos of clients . 

4 The Passive (pages 42 - 43 ) 

We use the Passive when: 

* the doer of the action is unknown: 

The bus stop has been vandalised. 

* we want to focus attention on the action rather than the doer: 
The whole gang was arrested yesterday . 

* we want to put special attention on the doer: 

All these projects have been managed by the Bulgarian artist

* we want to avoid a very long subject of the sentence: 

His projects are financed by the sale of his drawings through 
galleries and the Internet. 

The Passive is used mainly in formal and written language. 

It is very typical of the language used in newspapers and 
by journalists* 

Apart from passive forms of tenses, we can use some other 
passive forms: 

* passive infinitive: Its nice to be taken seriously.

* passive perfect infinitive:

If I were you. Yd stop using so much make-up. 

To make a slightly stronger suggestion, we use: 

• I think you should ♦ infinitive without 'to': 

I think you should take up some evening classes. 

• I think you ought to + infinitive without 'to': 

I think you ought to give away your old school books. 

We use the following expressions to criticise, reproach or advise 
somebody in a strong way. These expressions are often used by 
a person in authority, e.g. teacher talking to a student, parent 
talking to a child. 

• Its about time + subject + past tense: 

Its about time you got down to work. 

• Yd (= I would) rather ♦ subject ♦ past tense: 

Yd rather you didn't go there. 

(Td rather you' is usually followed by a negative verb form) 

• You'd (* You had) better + infinitive without *to': 

You'd better start thinking about your exams. 

'You'd betteri could also be used to a friend to encourage 
or to persuade: 

You'd better hurry up or you'll be late. 

The expression Yd sooner you + past tense is not used very 
much any more; we use Yd rather instead. Both structures 
are usually followed by a negative form: 

I'd sooner you didn't tell anyone about it. 
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10 Complex Sentences (2): Emphasis 

(pages 114-115) 

To make something sound stronger and more emphatic, we use 
a negative word (e.g. seldom, rarely, never, neither, no sooner 
(than), not only) at the beginning of the sentence plus 
inversion, i.e. the word order of a question. We usually use this 
kind of inversion in formal written English: 

He has never known anything like it —► Never has he known 
anything like it. 

The police arrived just after the robbers had left. —♦ No sooner 
had the robbers left than the police arrived. 

Snakes are not only unpleasant but they are dangerous as well. —♦ 
Not only are snakes unpleasant but they are dangerous as well. 

We can also use emphatic inversion in third conditional 
sentences. Note that we drop if in the inverted form. This 
structure is common in both formal and informal language: 

If I hod known they were in town, I would have phoned them. 

—► Had I known they were in town, I would have phoned them. 

In both formal and informal language, we can use these 
structures to put more emphasis on some words: 

He is interested in money. —► It's money that he's interested in. 
(we put emphasis on 'money*) 

I'm really upset about the noise you're making. —► What I'm upset 
about is the noise you're making, (we put emphasis on 'noise*) 

I only need some rest. —♦ All I need is some rest, (we put 
emphasis on 'rest*)

(that's a common characteristic) 

My aunt was living here, (for some time only) 

My aunt lived here, (permanently) 

• we refer to a prolonged or repeated action rather than a 
single event: 

The man was looking at his watch, (continuously or repeatedly) 
The man looked at his watch, (once) 

She dived into the pool, (once) 

She's been diving into the pool, (many times) 

The following verbs are not used in continuous tenses: know, 
like, understand, belong, resemble, realise.

We use didn't need to + infinitive without 'to' to say that 

someone did not do something because it was not necessary: 

She didn't need to play because the match was cancelled. 

He was so rich he didn't need to worry about money. 

* 

We use needn't + perfect infinitive to say that someone did 
something although it was unnecessary: 

We needn't have brought any food to the party - there was 
plenty already.

4 Compounds 

Compounds are two or more words together that act as a single 
word. They usually represent an action or description in a short 
form ('a game played using a computed becomes a computer 
game; someone with fair hair is described as fair-haired). 
Compounds can be written as one word (hairstyle), two words 
joined by a hyphen (old-fashioned) or two separate words (rain 
forest ). There are no rules for this. 

Compound adjectives

Multi-part verbs 

Most multi-part verbs have an object and we can usually put it 
after the verb or after the preposition: Please turn the TV on.

'something' or 'someone' in the middLe and using an exampLe 
with it at the end: + back something up. 

When the object can only go after the preposition, the list has 
'something 1 or 'someone' at the end: » BE above something. 

If the object is a pronoun, it usually goes before the 
preposition: Please put it on. 

Some muLH-part verbs do not have an object: Please go in and 

sit down. 

Other multi-part verbs have an adverb + preposition and the 

object goes at the end. * BE in for something. 

Brackets show that an object or a preposition is optional,
